In Presenting the Claims of Brunswick for a Libera 
Flarbor 4ppropriation— Bugene Speer Falls 
Into a Fat Berth in the Treasury Depart- 
ment — Other News and Gossip. 


Wasuincton, February 22.— [Special..]— 
One of ihe cases now being thoroughly exam- 
ined bv the republican senators, is the nomi- 
nation of John Goode, of Virginia, to be so- 
licitor general. They are instigated in their 
work against Goode by Mahone and Riddle- 
berger, who hate him thoroughly. Mahone 
has just cause for this, for the severest denun- 
ciation be ever suffered, except that of Senator 
Hill, was given him by John Goode. The 
democrats are solid in Goode’s support, and 
predict his confirmation. 

Today Collector Dart and Messrs. Dunn and 
Day, of Brunswick, went before the committee 
on rivers and harbers. They explained fully 
the needs of that harbor, and put their case in 
a very furcible manner. Brunswick has becn 
getting five or ten thousand dollars a year on 
an average. Once twenty-five thousand was 
voted for her harbor. The chief of engineers’ 
report recommended that seventy-five thou- 
saud dollars be appropriated to continue the 
extensive improvements already begun. The 
Brunswick committee insisted that this esti- 
mate should be followed by the committee, if 
possible. (Generally the engineer's estimates 
are scaled very low, and 25 per cent is a good 
average appropriation. After hear- 
ing the gentlemen from Brunswick 
Chairiman Willis assured them of. his interest 
intheir claim, and said that the committee 
wonld give thirty-seven thousand five hundred 
dollars to Brunswick harbor. This result 
Gemonstrates the value of a well selected com- 
mittee to represent the interest of this harbor 
before congress. Messrs. Dart, Dann and Day 
have done good work for Brunswick. 

Congressman Clements also appeared before 
the rivers and harbors committee today asking 
ove hundred and fifty thousand dollars for the 
Coosa river. He presented reasons which will 
probably elicit a liberal response from the 
committee. Clements has been signally suc- 
cessful in obtaining good appropriations for 
the rivers in his district. 

Very handsome models, complete in all re- 
spects, ofthe new war vessels, the Chicago, 
Boston and Atlanta, have been put up in the 
house naval commission room. ‘These models 
are some twelve or fifteen feet in length, and 
give a perfect side view of the new vessel. 

Engene Speer, of Georgia, has been appoint- 
ed chiefof the 
the first comptroller of the treasury at a salary 
of twenty-one hundred dollars.

DALTON MUST SUBMIT. 


The Efi'ort to Get the Returns of Bainilton 
County. 

- Co_tumsts, O., February 22.—Judge Wylie, 
of the common pleas court, this moruing deci- 
ded thecase of Danicl J. Dalton, clerk of the 
court of Hamilton county, on application for a 
writ of habeas corpus. He was arrested at the 
order of the house of representatives for con- 
tempt. in refusing to produce before the house, 
or the house committee, the _—ire- 
turns from precinct A, fourth 
ward, Cincinnati, for the purpose of 
being photographed, and also refusing to 
bring them outside of Hamilton county with- 
out an order of court. The application was 
dismissed, and Dalton remanded to the cus- 
tody cf the sergeant-at-arms. Daltonis notin 
town, aud the attorney-general states that un- 
less he arrives here by the first train, he will 
forfeit his recognizance, which is in the sum 
of $5,000. The relator has the alternative, 
under the house resolution, of either produc- 
ing the returns as requested, or serving the 
specified time in jail. 

THE NEWS IN CINCINATI. 
CINCINNATI, February 22.—The decision of 

Judge Wvlie, of Columbus, in the habeas cor- 
pus case of Daniel J. Dalton, creates. the liveli- 
est interest here. The fourth ward returns, 
which are the subject of controversy, are now 
in the hands of the chair- 
man of the senate committee, which 
is here taking testimony concerning the elec- 
tion. A motion to photograph the returns is 
nowyending before the committee. It was 
not ableto meet this morning owing to 
illness of Senator Coulter, 
the republican member, but itis thought he 
will be able toserve some time during the 
day. ‘The rumors Of an attempt to create a 
disturbance in the committeeand destroy the 
returns, brought a number of persons into the 
hotel lchby. Daniel Dalton 1s here, and says 
he will do as his attorneys say about going to 
Columbus. His attorneys propose to appeal 
ithe case to the supreme court. 

‘The senatorial investigating committee held 
a meeting today, without Senator Coulter, who 
was too unwell to sit. The question of photo- 
graphing the returns of precinct A, fourth 
ward, was argued at length. Finally, Mr. 

Follett, attorney for the democrats, announced 
that in his judgment the right of photo- 
graph _—_ should be conceded. The 
democratic members of the committee agreed 
with the counsel, and Messrs. Van Cleff and 
Pringie were appointed to have photographic 
copies made, and allowed three days time for 
that purpose. Follett urged the utmost 
dispatch in the matter, in order to relieve 
Daiton, who, he said, had been acting throngh- 
out uncer legal advice.

A New Claimant for the Honor of Inventing 
the Telegraph. 

CHARLOTTE, N.C., February 22.—The Ob- 
Server tomorrow will publish a column inter- 
view, by its Washington correspondent, with 
Junius Lynch Clemons, clerk of the river and 
harbor committee of the house of represeuta- 
tives, who claims that he is the original in- 
ventor of the electric telegraph. Clemons 
claims that he invented the system in 1835, 
while at Randolph, Macon college, Virginia. 
He communicated his discovery to a 
Mr. Page, who was in the patent office, 
and who had become quite eminent as 
an c¢lectrician. Page did not answer the 
fetter, and eleven years after took out a pat- 
ent on the discovery,and associated Morse and 
Amos Kendall with him. The company ap- 
plicd to congress tor aid to develop the discov- 
ery, and the world knows the result. Clemons 
claims Only the original invention, bnt gives 
Morse credit for its development He con- 
cludes the interview as follows: “I would not 
pluck a single leaf from the laurel that circled 
Morse’s brow, or drop a word that would re- 
flect upon his memory.” The letter is pnb- 
Jished as vindication of the truth of history.

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THE WILMINGTON FIRE 


The Previaus Fstimale of the Losses Large- 
ly Overstated.

Witminaton, N. C., February 
loss by yesterday's fire is 
much lessthan at first reported. The total 
less is now estimated = at $500,000. 
Some of the principal losses are as 
follows : The schooner Liliie Holmes, 
leaded with guano, loss $30,000, no insmrance; 
the general officeof the Atlantic coast line 
and two freight warehouses, net loss $6,009; 
the steamer Bladen, loss *5,000.no insurance; 
Front street M. E. church, loss 33,000, insured; 
the business houses of Worth & Worth, Alex- 
anderSprunt & Son, C. B. Wright, G. J. Bon- 
ey, Kerchner & Calder Bros, Smith & Getch- 
red and Champion compress company were all 
partly insured. In the Brooklyn section of 
city nineteen buildings were destroyed, cans- 
ing a loss of 515,000, with but small iusurance. 
Among the buildings burned in this part of 
the city were St. Barnabas schoolhonse, color- 
ed; Trinity M. E. church and a number of 
small dwellings and stores. While the Front 
streetchuren was burning a negro fell from 
the roof and broke both his legs. Several 
other accidents occurred during the progress 
of the fire, but not of a serious nature.

The early train from Nupder to 
Rochester ran off the track, when the forward 
coach tipped over and burned. Eighteen per- 
sons were in the coach atthe time. All were 
more or less seriously injured.

THE BIRTHDAY OF THE FATHER 
OF HIS COUNTRY. 


Various Celebrations Vhroughout the Country in 
Honor of the Event—The Events in the City 
Washington — Banquets and 
Balls — ‘8 Mottument. 


WASHINGTON, February 22.—[{Special.|— 
Neither house of congress was in session to- 
day. Washington’s birthday was never s9 gen- 
erally observed. Nearly all the prominent bus- 
iness houses closed at noon and there were va- 
rious processions through the city. A great 
excursion party went to Mount Vernon, where 
there were speeches and exercises appropriate 
to the occasion. Hundreds of people visited 
Washington monument during the day, and 
implored the elevator man to lift them to the 
summit, but no passes could be —

THE EVENTS OF THE DAY. 

WASHINGTON, February 22.—The celebra- 
tion of the aniversary of Washington’s birth- 
day was rather more general than of recent 
years. The bright weather afforded an im- 
portant holiday element. The halls of congress 
and the department offices were deserted. The 
schools and courts and banks were closed, and 
there was a partial suspension of business. 
Flags were flying from public and private 
buildings in recognition of the historic and 
patriotic memories of the day, and the princi- 
pal promenades were crowded with people 
in holiday attire. The rising sun 
was greeted by a national salute 
from the battery at Washington barracks. Sev- 
e1al of the local military companies paraded 
the principal streets, accompanied by a band, 
playing patriotic airs. The association of 
oldest inhabitants of the district of Columbia 
assembled, according to time-honored custom, 
and listened to the reading of Washington’s 
farewell address. The Continental Guards, hav- 
ing as their guests about one hundred members 
of congress, made their annual pilgrimage 
to Mount Vernon, and decorated 
Washington’s tomb with floral 
offerings, and an appropriate programme of 
exercises was carried out, with speeches, de- 
votional services and music. Commissioner of 
Pensions Black and Congressmen Compton and 
Cabell were the orators of the day. Among 
the floral tributes was a beautiful basket of 
floweis sent by President Cleveland. In the 
evening the loyal legion held its annual ban- 
quet. Covers were laid for 200 guests. 

The Washington Monument society held its 
annual meeting and re-elected its old officers, 
for the ensuing year. The president of the 
United States being president of the society 
ex officio, ex-Governor Winthrop, of Massa- 
chusetts, and W. W. Corcoran were elected 
vice-presidents, Horatio King, secretary, aud 
J. B. H. Smith, of Baltimore, treasurer. After 
the formalities of the meeting were over the 
members of the society and a large number of 
distinguished guests invited to meet them 
were entertained at luncheon by Dr. Joseph 
M. Toney. Among these present were Chief 
Justice Waite, Justices Field, Miller, and the 
secretary of the United States supreme court; 
ex-Justice Strong, Senators Morrill, Edmunds, 
Allison, Dawes, Ingalis, McMillan and Dolph, 
Representatives Kelley, Foraker and Reagan, 
General Sheridan, Admiral Rodgers, George 
Bancroft, Librarian Spofford, Assistant Attor- 
ney-General Maury, Judges Wylie, Fox and 
Merrick, snd Colonel Thomas L. 
Casey, engineer in charge of 
the monument. The society was 
represented by W. W. Corcoran, Horatio King. 
Dr. Toney, General William McKee Dunn, Dr§ 
Daniel B. Clark and President James C. Well- 
ing, of Columbia university. Colonel Casey, 
in response to a numberof questions, made an 
informal address, describing the plans for the 
completion of the monument’s surroundings 
and in regard to certain theories as to danger 
from settling, or from tornadoes, expressed his 
unqualified conviction that the monument 
may fairly be expected to stand for all time. 

THE DAY IN NEW YORK. 

NEw York, February 22.—Washington’s 
birthday was observed as a_ holiday today, in 
the usual quiet fashion. The flags which 
have been floating from half mast al- 
most continuously oflate, were raised to the 
top of the poles, and enjoyment in various 
forms was sought after. Vatriotic organiza- 
tions fitly commemorated the birth of the 
“lather of our country” during the day. 

THE BAY STATE DEMOCRATS. 

Boston, February 22.—The Bay State club, 
the leading democratic club of New England, 
celebrated Washington’s birthday by a banquet 
at the Revere house. At the club’s annual 
meeting before the banquet, officers were 
elected, with Colonel Charles H. Taylor as 
president, and OR new members 
were admitted. Mayor Grace, of New 
York, (;eneral Stevenson, and Congressman 
Springer, of Illinois, were guests. After the 
menu, President Taylor, in a few felicitous 
remarks, introduced IHlon. George W. Stearns, 
olf Chicago, new,United States district attor- 
ney of Massachusetts, who madeaspeech in 
defense of the administration. Stearns was 
followed by General Stevenson, 
Congressmen Springer and Lovering 
and others, all whom eulogized 
President Cleveland. It was announced that 
Hon. Leopold Morse would receive contribu- 
tions for the monument to Vice-President 
Hendricks. 

THE DAY DULL GENERALLY. 

BALTIMORE, February 22.—The one hun- 
dred and fifty-fourth annivessar>? of the 
birth of George Washington passed quietly in 
Baltimore. ‘The eceasion is a legal holiday, 
but beyond the closing of the federal, state 
and municipal offices, banksand business ex- 
changes, there was no suspension of business. 
The society of the army and navy of the con- 
federate states, held its annual meeting, fol- 
lowed by a banquet, and the places of amuse- 
ment wereopen. The day was dull generally. 

THE DAY IN SAVANNAH, 

SAVANNAH, Ga., February 22.—{Special.|— 
The day was geueraily given up to a holiday. 
Business was almost universally suspended in 
the afternoon. The military monopolized at- 
tention, The Georgia Hussars had a tilt at Ten 
Broeck race course, Which was largely attend- 
ed. The Chatham Artillery fired a salute in the 
park extension. After a parade the guards 
battalion had atarget practice and a mam- 
moth oyster roast at Schuetzen park, and the 
first regiment had parade in the afternoon and 
dress parade and drill at the park extension. 
Tonight the different companies have enter- 
tainments at their armories. No accident of 
any kind occurred during the day. 

THE BLUE AND THEGRAY. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., §February 22.—Zolli- 
coffer camp of confederate veterans and Ed 
Maynard, president of the grand army of the 
republic, united in celebrating Washington’s 
birthday here. Staut’s theater was filled to- 
night with the veterans of both armies, and 
addresses were delivered by Captain William 
Rule, ex-federal, and by Colonel W. A. Hen- 
dereon, ex-confederate. 

AN AMERICAN HOSPITAL IN MEXICO. 

City or Mrxtco, February 22.--The Amer- 
ican coiony celebrated Washington’s birthday 
by laying the corner stone of an American 
hospital in the suburbsof this city. General 
Jackson, United States minister, delivered an 
address and Joaquin Miller read a poem. Mu- 
sic was furnished by the military 
band, and by the American Glee club. 
Several hundred American residents and 
tourists were present. The hospital is for 
Americans falling sick here, and will enable 
the victims of disease to receive excellent 
care. Simon Lara, a native of New York, the 
son of Spanish parents, gave the necessary 
land and a Jarge cash subscription. The rail- 
way companies will probably add to the 
amount already raised.

BOYCOTTING DENOUNCED. 


The Action of a Large Meeting in Richmond 
Virginta. 

RicHMOND, Va., February 22.—A largely at- 
tended meeting of the business men of Rich- 
mond was held this evening to consider the Ia- 
bor troubles existing here. The hall where 
the mecting was held was densely packed, and 
hundreds of people could not gain admittance. 
The questions before the niteting were elabo- 
rately discussed, and resulted in the adoption 
of a preamble and series of resolutions. 
The preamble deprecates any action which 
may tend to alienate those heretofore 
living in peace and harmony, orthat may 
lead to social discord and strife, or which 


may paralyze the business interests of the 
community. The resolutions are: 

First—That there is no just cause for antagonism 
between Capital and labor in this city. 

Second— ecognizes the right of all callings to 
form organization for the promotion, advancement 
and protection of their several interests. 

Phird—Acknowledges the right of any class hav- 
ing grievances to use all proper means to make 
them known and secure support to their cause 
from all citizens by reason and aftgument, bu. 
claims that the system of boycotting, recently in- 
avgurated and carried on in this city, under the 
‘encuion or direction of the Knights of Labor, is 
not @ legal or proper remedy for any 
grievance or wrong they may have, but is a con- 
spiracy punishable by the law of the land: that the 
enforcement of such system against an individaal 
18 Aan attempt to coerce their consciences and judg- 
ments, an invasion of inherent rights, contrary to 
the spirit of our institutions, and will not be coun- 
tenenced or submitted to by the people of this 
community. 

i. Appeals to all cood citizens of every class and 
occupation to discountenance and discourage, by 
all means in their power, further resort to a sys- 
tem of coercion which, if persisted in, will result 
in arraying against each other classes whose wel- 
fare is dependent on mutual harnmtony and kindly 
feeling. F ’ 
5. Indorses the action of the recent conference 
between the committee of business men and the 
Knights of Labor, looking to the enactment of a 
law providing for a board of arbitration to settle all 
differences,

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IN THECOKEREGIONS. 


A Desire to Get Rid of the Hungarfans in 
that Locality. 

Mv. PLEASANT, Pa., FeBruary 22.--There 
was a general resumption of work in the coke 
regions today. It was feared the Hungarians 
would cause trouble, but they weakened this 
morning and placed no obstacle in the path of 
the workmen. Atthe Valley mines, the men 
went in and came out again. There is no 
cause for local grievances. The Hungarians 
are flocking into the offices for their checks 
today, and many ofthem have been refased 
work. They are angry because any comprom- 
ise was made. Itisthought an effortgwill be 
made to freeze them out and compe! them to 
leave the region. 

The Hungarians refused to goto work this 
morning at the Moorwood aud Standard works 
at the advance offered by the syndicate. They 
say they will do no work until their country- 
men are released from jail. At Moorwood 
they swear that they will kill anyone who at- 
tempts to work until Frick & Co. have com- 
plied with their demand. The English speak- 
ing men are indignant at the Hungarians, and 
will goto work tomorrow, regardless of the 
consequences, 

The trouble in the Connellville coke region 
is not ended by any means. The men at Don- 
aldson’s works, near here, all went to work 
this morning, but in one pit they refused to fill 
the wagons as full as heretofore, and the pit 
bosses refused to haul the cars out. 

John Britt, of Dubois, Pa., president of the 
fourth district Miners’ and Laborers Amalga- 
mated association, says unless there isan ad- 
vance in wages of ten per cent, very soon, cight 
thousand miners of the Clearfield region will 
goon a strike.

Another Strike Threatened, 

CUMBERLAND, Md., February -The 
presidents of the coal companies operating 
mines in Clearfield, Irwin, Garrett, Meyers- 
dale, George’s Creek, Elkgarden and Pocehon- 
tas districts have been notified by circular 
that the convention of miners held in this 
city last week, had decided to demand an in- 
crease of ten cents per ton, to go into effect 
March Sth. The circular states that at pres- 
ent rates the miners are unable to earn a liv- 
ing for their families: that they are not in 
favor of strikes, but that they feel compelled 
to take some steps for self-protection. The 
operators are requested to meet the executive 
committee appointed by the convention on 
March Ist, to discuss the question of an ad- 
vance and if possible to avert a strike. 
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The Trouble on the Mississippi Line. 

JACKSON, Miss., February 22.—Today, Gov- 
ernor Lowry, in response to a telegram from 
McComb City, informing him that the brake- 
men there were on a strike and would not 
allow trains to move, and asking if authority 
toactinthe matter was vested in the state 
officers, immediately replied that such 
authority did not exist, but said if vio- 
lence was imminent, the sheriff had a right 
to call to his aid the power of the country to 
suppress disturbances. The governor promis- 
ed the aid of the state militia, should their 
services be needed in executing the law. The 
sheriffof Pike county arrived here from Mc- 
Comb city today. He reports everything 
aviet thereand says he apprehends no distur- 
bance, 


The Scottdale Miners. 

Pints suRG, February 22.—At a largely at- 
tended delegate convention of the coke work- 
ers ut Scottdale today, it was decided to accept 
the advance offered by the operators and re- 
turn to work at once. In a minority report 
the Hungarians decided to stand out until all 
the prisoners are released from jail. Among 
other matters discussed was the store order 
and large wagons, but the miners agreed to 
return to work and let these matters be ad- 
justed under the law. 

Freight Trains Suspended. 

New Orn.eans, February 22.—The freight 
brakemen on the division of the Illinois Cen- 
tral rsilroad extending from this city to Can- 
ton, Miss., struck work today. The men at 
present receive from 347 te. $60 per month. 
Two brakemen compose the crew, and these 
are expected to handle fifty cars. They now 
demand two cents per mile, or about 360 a 
month, and three men to comprise a crew. 
No freight trains are moving and freight trat- 
fic on the read is at present suspended.

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CHURCHILL IN IRELAND. 


INCENDIARY TOUR BY THE 
CONSERVATIVE LEADER. 


AN 


A Crusade Against Home Rule Inaugurated by the 
Conservatives Under the Leadership of Lord 
Pandco!ph Churchill—A Monster Demon- 
stration in Belfast-Other News. 


Loxpox, February 22.—Lord Randolph 
Churchill arrived at Larne this morning, on 
his way to Belfast. He was enthasiasticaily 
received by a large crowd. On his journey 
from London he made a short stay at Stran- 
rear, Scotland. There wasa gathering of peo- 
ple at the station. and in reply to their greet- 
ings, Lord Randolph made a speech, in which 
he said he imagined that Scotchmen had bene- 
fitted too much by their union with England 
to support any proposals for the dismember- 
ment of the empire. The remark was received 
with? cheers. Inan address’at Larne, Lord 
Churchill asserted that the granting of home 
rule toIreland would resultim the dissolution 
of the connection between Great Britian and 
Ireland. He declared that the placing of the 
loyalists of the north of Ireland under the 
authority of a Dublin government would be a 
monstrosity of civilization. The loyalists 
must organize and fit themselves for the strug- 
gie for the maintenance of the union, which 
was only beginning now, but which he pre- 
dicted, would assume grave proportions. 

Large bodies of orange men wearing regalia, 
displaying banners and headed by bands of 
music, met Lord Randoiph Churchill at the 
depot in Belfast. He was escerted by a large 
procession to Ulster hall, where addresses were 
presented him. Replying to the addresses, he 
said he wished that those contempla- 
ting the dissolution of the union were only 
present they would perceive that Belfast 
would never submit to disunion. The town is 
excited. Extensive police precautions have 
been taken to prevent rioting. 

The enthusiasm witnessed here today has 
not been equaled in many years. In many 
processions through the streets were many 
women, whoall displayed orange colors. So 
dense were the crowds that tilled the principal 
thoroughfares, more particularly along the 
route taken by Lord Randolph Churchill that 
traffic was blocked for several hours. ~No 
sooner had Lord Randolph seated 
himself in the carriage that was awaiting 
him than the crowd made a rush for the car- 
riage, unharnessed the horses and dragged the 
vehicle from the station to the hotel. The 
enthusiasm displayed along the line of march 
was prodigious. This evening Lord Randolph 
addressed a meeting, when the enthusiasm 
displayed upon his arrival was repeated. The 
hall in which the meeting was held was 
filled to its utmost capacity. When Lord 
Randolph arose to address the audience the 
cheering began, and it lasted several minutes. 
When order was restored, Lord Randolph be- 
gun his address. He said it lay with Ulster to 
say whether Ireland should remain a part of 
the empire. He denied that the l’arnellites 
were the true representatives of the will of the 
Irish people. As for  VParneil him- 
self, his only title to be con- 
tinued in the party lay in an action 
of which noone could be justly proud. By 
playing upon the terrors of the peasantry aud 
by means of brutal outrage upon human beings 
and animals, he had secured five-sixths of the 
Irish members of parliament. Lord Randolph 
appealed to all regardless of creed, to declare 
in favor of a freer and closer union. If the ap- 
pear failed, he said he would not mind 
leaving the issue to the people of Ulster. He 
believed the storm would blow over, however, 
and thatthe union would emerge stronger 
than it badever been. Butif the nation was 
so apostate as to hand over the loyalists tothe 
Parnellites, there were plenty of men in 
England who would be found ready to stand 
by the loyalists. The meeting adopted a 
resolution to oppose nationalism, and to call 
upon the people of England and Scotland for 
help.

Secretary Morley Puts an End to Military 
Evictions. 

LONDON, February 22.—It is stated that 
Mr. Morley, chief secretary for Ireland, has 
so instructed the police and military anthori- 
ties as torender it virtually impossible to effect 
evictions. 

Archbishop Walsh, of Dublin, has written 
Mr. Gladstone, saying, that the Lrish bishops 
considered that the result of the elections 
answered Mr. Gladstone’s appeal to the Irish 
people to “speak out.’’ The arehbishop also says 
tbat the bishops believe that home rule would 
not effect the union nor tho supremacy of the 
crown, and urges the suspension of evictions 
until the land question has been settled.

PUNISHING THE POLSS. 


The German Effort te Banish Them From 
Their Country. 

BERLIN, February 22.—The lower honse of 
the diet today, in debate on the second res@- 
ing of the Polish bill, Herr Wirzbinst&i pas- 
sionately denounced the projected 
colonization of Poland. He declared that Pe- 
land would not perish, although a life or death 
struggle was imposed upon her. Minister La- 
cius said that the bill was an act of necessity, 
and selfdefense. The Poles, he said, were 
unwilling tobecome Prussian subj and 
dreamed of the restoration of Peland al- 
though they owed their prosperity to Prussia, 
The government was fully aware of the dif—i- 
culty of the task it had undertaken, but 
trusted to the support of the diet and to the 
patriotism ofthe country. Nineteen members 
gave notice that they would speak in behalf of 
the measure, and nineteen announced that 
they would speak against it. 


An Address to the Lord Lieutenant. « 
Dustin, Febrnary 22.—The lord lieu tem- 
ant today received an address from the Dub 


lin chamber of commerce complaining of the °‘ 


adverse effect on commerce of the social dis- 
order and defiance of the government aathor- 
ity. The earl of Aberdeen promised remedial 
meastres. Lord Mayor Sullivan, Mr. Gray, Mr. 
Harrington, Mr. Murphy and Mr. McDonald, 
members of the council, united in a separate 
address, praying the lord lieutenant to disre- 
gard the address of the chamber ot commerce 
on the ground that the chamber was not a rep- 
resentative body, because it protested against 
home rule. 


The London Police. 

LoN DON, Feburary 22.—Colonel Sir Emund 
Henderson, head of the Metropolitan police 
force, who has been severely censured for the 
inefficiency of the police during the recent 
riots in London, has resigned. This action is 
supposed to be due to the conviction on his 
part that the committee appointed by Mr. Chil- 
ders, home secretary, to investigate the causes 
of the riots, would blame him for the course of 
the police. 

In the house of commons today Mr. Childers 
announced that the riot committee advised s 
thorough and immediate overhauling and re- 
organization of the police department of Lou- 
don. 


Greece Anxious for War. 

Lonvbon, February 22.—The Geek minis- 
ters of warand marine threaten to resign un- 
less war against Turkey is declared. The 
people of Greece are anxious for hestili- 
tics, and are much _ excited. Torpedoes 
have been surreptitiously removed from the 
harbor of Salonica. The Turkish authorities 
boarded the Greek steamship Monia, and ar- 
rested the captain on suspicion of having been 
concerned in the removal.

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DRIVEN OUT OF TOWN 


The Chinese of Oregon City Marehed Out of 
the Corporation, 
Ore., February 22.—About 2 
o'clock this morning the Chinese residents 
were «driven out of Oregon City, thirteen 
miles south of here. They were awakened by 
a mob composed of forty or fifty white 
men. who krocked them about, twisted 
thei: uenes and stole all the 
money found on their persons, They 
were then escorted to the steamboat Latonia, 
which waslying at the wharf, placed aboard of 
her, and conveyed to this city,their fares being 
paid out of the money stolen from them. 
Forty-two Chinamen in all were driven out, 
With the exception of three or four, all were 
employes of the Oregon City woolen mills, 
which also employs about eighty white men. 
It is understood that a prominent Portland 
agitator was at the head of the movement. The 
pames of many of them are known, and the 
merchants here say that they will 
make an effort to have them indicted before 
the. United States court in this city.

ducing their own. It consists in mixing first 
with cold water, a sample of the baking pow- 
der found in the house and of that carried by 
themselves and in the interest of which they 
travel. That found im the house, when water 
is turned upon it, if it is pure will sizzle and 
foam up suddenly, like a sedlitz powder. That 
carried by the “testers” rises slowly and ma- 


jestically, like yeast, standing over the top of 


the testing glass. “Bebold the great superi- 
ority of our powder,” say the ladies: “how much 
stronger and more perfect is its work.’ This 
is simply the exhibition of atrick. The slow 
and apparently superior action is caused solely 
by the presence of flour in the baking powder, 
and is evidence indisputable of adulteration. 
It proves precisely the opposite of what is 
claamed. Puta little flonrin any pure baking 
powder, mix it thoronghly, and stir into the 
water, and the same result will be produced. 

The ladies next add to the two samples of 
baking powder already manipulated with cold 
water, a little bot water, and the housekeeper 
isthen regaled with the vapor that arises. 
The baking powder offered by the testers will 
give off no odor, while that which it is their 
object to prove bad wil! probably exhale a gas 
either carbonic or ammoniacal. This odor 
is egain triumphantly ciaimed as 
evidence of impurity.

MISTAKEN FOR DUFFY.

And in Consequence Placed in a “Cooler,.’ 

Thai Turned Out Unpileasantly Warm. 
Trom tie Glenwood, Col., Echo 

“All my life through I have been cursed by 
a fatal resemblance to other men. It more 
than once came near being the end of mie, 
Why, when I first came to America, and be- 
fore I was on this continent ten days, I was 
mistaken for a runaway defaulter in Philadel- 
phia. Lefore I could prove my innocence al- 
most ali my money was expended. I became 
very poor and could get no‘work. I drifted 
over pretty nearly the whole of the United 


States, things going worse and worse. and | 
gettiug poorer and poorer. 


“Five years ago | came to Colorado. I went 
to the new camp of San Pablo,in the Wet 
mountains. The first day there many people 
Stopped me and said, ‘Heilo, Duffy! How are 
you’ or, ‘What! you back, Duffy?) When I 
did but recognize or answer them they would 
£0 On aud say, ‘Darned if you ain’t got proud,’ 
or something of that kind. This went on for 
two days. On the second night, as I was about 
to go tv bed at the hotel, I was called out to 
the street by a man. Said he: ‘Nousethis kind 
of monkeying around now, Daffy; it is you, 
and I’m going to take you down to the cooler. 
Here’s the warrant.’ I assured him again and 
again ilat he was mistaken, but he would 
take no answer, snd that night | slept 
in the jail. The next day I. was 
examined before a magistrate, and sure 
enovgli, I was declared to be Sim Duffy and 
the would-be murderer of a miner, one Joe 
Callen.

There is a vagne idea abroafl that the suit 
brought by the government to test the valid- 
ity of the Bell patent is a contest between 
that company and the Rogers family. It is 
nothing of the sort, as we understand it; for 
ifthe Bell patent is not valid then no tele- 
phone patent is valid, and the telephone 
market, so to speak, is thrown open to com- 
petition. Whether the result of the suit shall 
be favorable or unfavorable to the Bell com- 
pany, the Rogers family will not be helped 
thereby and Mr. Garland’s stock will be 
worth no more after the decision than it is 
now—and its value just at present is fitly 
represented by a cipher. 


An Infamous Reform. 

Evanston, a suburb of Chicago, is trying 
the prohibition experiment. Under a special 
act the sale of liquor is suppressed at every 
point in a radius of four miles from the uni- 
versity. 

This is all right. The prohibitionists in 
Evanston determined to see the law enforced. 
So far, so good. But the reformers made a 
grave mistuke in their methods. Under the 
law residents were not forbidden to have 
beer, wine and spiritsat theirhomes. They 
had the right to purchase these liquids in 
Chicago and have them delivered at their 
residences. They had the right to drink any 
beverage in the privacy of their domiciles. 
The Evanston reformers ignored their rights. 
They organized a force of detectives to listen 
at doors, to peep through key holes, to pump 
s@ivants, and to do all the dirty work that 
spies are expected to do. Servants were 
bribed to expose the contents of their mas- 
ters’ sideboards, and finally lis's of the per- 
sons who used beer, wine or spirits at home 
were published in the lece! papers. 

Protests, remonstrances aud argument en 
the part of the citizens whose rights were 
thus trampled under foot had no effect. The 
reformers went ahead and drew up an ordi- 
nance imposing a fine of $200 for selling a 
drink or taking a drink, either in public or 
in private. Of course such an ordinance 
cannot be enforced without the aid of spies 
and secret detectives. Naturally Evanston 
is in an uproar and great bitterness of feeling 
prevails, This is the situation as it stands at 
present. 

In the Evanston case we have an instance 
of prohibition run mad, It is not genuine 
reform, because it runs roughshod over the 
oldest and dearest rights of the citizen. Any 
reform movement that fills a man’s home 
with spies, that causes him to be libeled in 
the public prints, and places him under the 
ban in a social and business way is nothing 
short of oppression, and should be resisted. 
Down here in Georgia our prohibitionists 
areas much in earnest as their Evanston 
brethren, but they do not go to such ex- 
tremes. The Georgia plan is the only prac- 
ticable one, and prohibitionists everywhere 
will do well to adopt it, 

‘on 
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The Basic Process Inthe South. 

It is well known that all, or nearly all, 
southern ores contain sofmuch phosphorus 
that good steel cannot by the Bessemer pro- 
cess be made fromthem. If there are Bes- 
Ssemer ores in the south they have not been 
discovered; and now that a process has been 
developed by which steel can be made 
from ores well ‘charged with phosphorus, no 


one will be apt to search for the other kind.’ 


The new process is known as the basic pro- 
cess, patented by Mr. Jacob Reese, of Pitts- 
burg. 

The differences bet ween the two processes 
are thus set forth by the Baltimore Sun: In the 
Bessemer process, which may be called the 
“acid”? process,"the molten pig is freed from 
an excess of silver and carbon by being 
blown into with anair blast ina _pear- 
shaped vessel lined with a composition of 
which silicic acid is the principle constitu- 
ent. Mr. Reese substitutes lime for silicic 
acid in the lining of his ‘‘converter.’’ When 
the molten pig containing the objectionable 
excess of phosphorus is run into this convert- 
er, and lime to the extent of about one- 
third the weight of the metal is poured on 
top and a strong air blast is sent through the 
whole, a series of chemical actions ensues. 
The silicon present in the molten iron is 
burnt into silicic acid which combines 
with the lime. This occurs in about thre; 
minutes. The blast being continued for 
about ten minutes the carbon in the pig is 
next burned out, and escapes as carbonic ox- 
ide gas. Lastly comes the turn of the phos- 
phorus, which, in the absence of the other 
two impurities, burns freely for from three 
to five minutes, forming phosphoric acid 
which combines with the lime slag to pro- 
duce phosphate oflime. Within from six- 
teen to twenty minutes twenty tons of phos- 
phoric iron can thus be converted into the 
purest and best steel. When the pig opera- 
ted on is highly phosphoritic it produces a 
phosphate of lime containing 20 percent of 
phosphoric acid, worth $21 per ton as a fer- 
tilizer. As one third of a ton of phosphate 
is made with every ton of steel, this by-prod- 
uct reduces the cost of. the basic steel $7 per 
ton, making the pure metal thus produced 
the cheapest in the world. As the phospho- 
rus in the pig operated upon is utilized to 
maintain the heat of the charge in the con- 
veiter, iti8 desirable to have from 2 to 3 
per cent of it present. When, however it is 
deficient, the proper percentage is obtained, 
says Mr. Reese, by adding converter slag 
which is rich in phosphorus. When this re- 
source is ayailed of ‘all and every grade of 
iron ore fotnd in the south,” says Mr. 
Reese, ‘‘can be used for niaking steel by the 
basic process.’”’ Wherever in the south 
ore, coke and limestone can be put into a 
Turnace in quantities to make a ton of metal 
for $7, or, interest, taxes, repairs and labor 
added, for $11, the product by the basic 
process will, it is held, be ‘beyond compe- 
tition.’’ 

The Bessemer people «are endeavoring to 
break down the Reese patent, but all litigation 
has thus far been decided in favor of the new 
process. Ifthe Pennsylvania obstruction- 
ists are fully defeated in the courts, the pro- 
duction of ingot iron or steel will] become an 
important factor in the industrial progress 
of thesouth. The Pratt company of Bir- 
mwingbam are prepared to introduce the new 
process as soon as the pending litigation is 
ended. When southern iron that now nets 
at the furnace not over $14a@ ton can be 
turned into ingots that find a ready market 
at from $35 to $40a ton, a boom may be 


expected in the southern iron districts. That |

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boom.is now held back only by the litigs- | 


tion which the Bessem®r crowd .is conduct- 
ing. The decisions have thus far been 
against them, and it is believed they ca snot 
much longer keep the new prociss tied up 
in the courts.

alone in a log cabin . consisting ofa single 
room with a cellar underneath. His only 
compauion, a pet grizzly bear, occupied 
the cellar. On the night. when the editor 
had good reasons to expect a visit from the 
reformers, he retired to the cellar and left 
the upper room to the grizzly. 

At the hourof midnight eleven stalwart 
men arrived with a rope. They battered 
down the door and rushed in eager for the 
fray.

He went tor the lynchers with 
such activity that the fight was over in five

This table speaks for itself, and 1 should think 
that one glance at it would be enough to convince 
you that your true level was in the Georgia courts 
and not in the pulps. But the waste of treasure 
in tobacco is the least alarming feature of the to 
baccoevil. It is a narcotic poison of fearful en- 
ergy. Itisruinous to the brain and nervous sys 
tem. It stvpifies the senses and hardens the heart, 
and completely disqualifies its victim for spiritual 
exercises and employments. It sustains a very 
Close relation to the whisky habit. Al- 
most every drunkard uses tobacco, and no 
one ever heard of a whisky shop that 
didn’t sell tobacco, too. It is a well known fact 
that people who are addicted to both habits can 
never stop drinking whisky unless they also quit 
the use of tobacco. But bad as tobacco is in itself 
the avarice of tubacconists has made it worse stiil. 
They scour the gutters for cigar stumps,and having 
ground them up with poisonous drugs and deadly 
nerve and heart stimulants, they make them into 
Cigarettes. This isthe genesis of the delectable 
smoking morsels on which you prepare yourself for 
your pulpit efforts. and these are the 
DIRTY BITS OF DAMNATION 
which are seen in the mouth of nearly every child 
in Chicago. Most of them will have ruined their 
nervous system before they are eighteen years old.

High license asa method of regulating the 
lic uor traffic in the various states is now acknow!l- 
edged to be the best and most efficacious yet devis- 
ed. Prohibition has failed wherever it has been 
tried, and ever. since Judge Brewer's recent 
decision at Topeka, which declares that the state 
of Kansas must compensate the owners for the 
value of property confiscated by the prohibitory 
enactment, even the friends of prohibition must 
begin, to*see it is not feasible. Kansas and lowa 
will doubtless have to fall back on high licen® as 
the only means by which the traffic can be regu 
lated. <A high license bill has already {been intro- 
duced in the New York legislature, and is being 
supported by some of, theleading religious journals 

The Christian Union, for instance, has been col- 
lecting Statistics and obtaining opinions as to the 
working of the Illinois law, and has practically 
come to the conclusion that the adoption of a 
similar law for New York would be the happiest 
solution of the problem. So popular has the Lili- 
nois high license system become that asimilar one 
is even recommmendced for the province of Ontario 
by so bitter an ®American prohibitionist as Mr, 
Goldwin Sinith. He quotes the suggestions and 
conclusions of the Christian Union in his paper, 
the Weck, and recommends them to the advocates 
of prohibition in Cana@a for their support.

J. W. Pierce. I knew his entire family in 
(herokee county, Texas, and was in the same 
company with one of his younger brothers. He 
entered the service as a lieutenant in Captain 
J. R. Taylor’s company, Seventeenth Texas 
Cavalry, Colonel Moore, of Nacogdoches, being 
the first commander, At Arkansaw Post the 
greater part of the regiment wns captured. 
The remnant, with those of some other regi- 
ments, were consolidated and known as the 
Seventeenth Texas Consolidated. Captain 
Tay ior was colonel, and Noble, of Nacogdoches 
lieutenant colonel. Bird Holland, who was at 
one time secretary of the state of Texas, was 
adjutant. All three of these fell at Mansfield 
April 8th, 1864. 

“J. Wood Pierce, his father, and all his broth- 
ers were noted turfmen in Texas, and were 
known throughout the state. Soon after the 
war he went to some one of the counties in 
central Texas, and I suppose it was Johnson, 
as stated by his son. J afterward saw him in 
Waco, and if I mistake not I met his brother 
Wilson there also. Wood Pierce would be 
somewhere in the neighborhood of fifty. years 
of age ~ Another circumstance, neither of 
the Pierce boys could write, my recollection is, 
and I bave often heard persons say that it was 
a pity that Wood Pierce could not write, as he 
was a fine businessman.

NO MORE SEED. 


The Agricultural Commissioner Closes the 
Season of Seed Distribution. 


The commissionerof agriculture announces 
that there will be no fnrther general distribu- 
tion of seeds by the department this season. 
The reason of this is that he has exhausted his 
supply. About fifty pounds of tobacco seed, 
two hundred pounds of assorted garden seed, 
one hundred bushels of Spanish ground nuts, 
about the same quantity of Peterkin cotton 
seed, ten bushels of Kolb Geom watermelon 
seed, and a number of other varieties of seed 
have been sent out all over the state, and are 
now in the hands of the farmers of the 
state. Nearly all of these seed were sent upon 
application, and in consequence better results 
are expected from them than if they were 
scattered about promiscuously all over the 
state, in the hands of people who took no in- 
terest in the cultivation of the soil. Commis- 
sioner Henderson says that the seed sent out 
by him this season is the best and freshest that 
have gone out from his department sinve he 
bas been in oftice. The seed was the freshest 
and the varieties finer than he has handled 
since he has been in charge of the department 
of agriculture. Besides this the fact that the 
seed distributed was upon application from in- 
terested parties, instead of being scattered 
broadcast, gives him more satisfaction and in- 
creases bis hopes for fine results. ‘There is 
stiliat the department a small supply of cot- 
ton seed, ground nuts and watermelon seed to 
besent out to agricultural clubs. Captain J. 
W. Murphy has had charge of the work of 
sending out the seed and has attended to the 
distribution promptly and impartially. As 
fast as the applications came in the seed was 
supplied, and although the demand for every 
thing in this line has been quite heavy from 
the beginning to the present time, applications 
were not allowed to accumulate, but were 
filicd as promptly as received.
